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Beach repairs could do more 
harm than good says expert 


EMERGENCY repair 
work is causing more 
damage to Chesil Beach 
than 10,000 years of 
storms. 

The warning comes 
from civil engineer and 
former Weymouth and 
Portland council High¬ 
ways Agency manager 
Stuart Morris, a recog¬ 
nised expert who has had 
a lifelong interest and 
close professional in¬ 
volvement with Chesil 
Beach. 

He said: “Two major 
operations - beach crest

shingle replenishment 
and bringing in great 
boulders - are underway 
in Chesil Cove, Portland. 

“It’s all with the best 
motives, but they are 
both of dubious benefit 
and both risk damaging 
this part of our famous 
and beautiful World Her¬ 
itage Coast.” 

Mr Morris fears Envi¬ 
ronment Agency (EA) 
work to shift thousands 
of tons of shingle is “sac¬ 


rificing one part of the 
beach to feed another”, 
something the EA denies. 

He feels the agency 
should have used over¬ 
washed shingle from the 
back slope rather than “a 
great chunk” of shingle 
from the lower shelf first 
line of defence above the 
shoreline where it ab¬ 
sorbs breaking wave en¬ 
ergy in all but the 
greatest storms. 

Mr Morris said: “This 



massive and unprece¬ 
dented EA operation is 
bound to distort the nat¬ 
ural shoreline processes. 
The beach has always re¬ 
covered from a storm-in¬ 
duced concave profile 
and, therefore, should 
have been left well alone. 

“The effect of remov¬ 
ing vast quantities of 
shingle from the shore¬ 
line is already becoming 
apparent. Shingle which 
was ‘lost’ to just below 
the waterline has been 
returned by wave action 
and was restoring the 
normal tiered profile, but 
ten giant earthmoving 
machines are interrupt¬ 
ing this natural process, 
moving it to where it 
does not belong.” 


He added that storms 
had rolled back the beach 
towards the Fleet by up 
to 23ft but, while ex¬ 
tremely rare, it was still 
part of the very long¬ 
term eastward recession 
of the beach. 

Mr Morris said: “At 
Chiswell the beach line 
must obviously be held 
and, where possible, 
overwashed shingle 
should be pushed back 
over. The EA is doing the 
reverse of this, pushing 
vast amounts of shingle 
away from the sea. 

“There is already a no¬ 
ticeable kink in the beach 
alignment and, because 
no scientific appraisal 
was done before the 
work started, the conse¬ 


quences on other parts of 
the shore are unknown. 

“The gabion crest pro¬ 
tection did a good job in 
maintaining the height of 
the beach, but the pebble- 
filled baskets on the sea¬ 
ward face were badly 
damaged in the storms. 
Repair of those gabions 
is vital and I can’t under¬ 
stand why that has not 
had priority.” 

Environment Agency 
spokesman Paul Gainey 
replied: “There is no ben¬ 
efit from pushing mate¬ 
rial from the back of the 
beach over the crest from 
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DEE Lanning, 30, moved to Bridport in 2012 
with her husband Jake and 18-month-old son 
Joshua. 

Dee is a trained dance teacher and taught 
dance lessons for eight years, but she is now a 
full-time mother and puts much of her free 
time into her role as Bridport's Branch Co-ordi- 
nator for the National Childbirth Trust. 

The trust, which is the UK's largest charity for 
parents, works to support new parents 
through the initial period of having children, 
from pregnancy and birth and on into the 
child's early years. 


■ WHAT do you like about living in Bridport? 

I love how welcoming and friendly people are. There 
is real sense of community. I come from a town in 
Northern Ireland that is also by the sea, it has lots of 
si mil arities to Bridport which makes me feel very 
much at home here. 

■ WHAT sort of work does the Bridport and 
Lyme Regis branch do on a local level? 

It is a small, informal branch and we aim to offer sup¬ 
port to families in the area through our many groups 
and gatherings. All of our mums are friendly and help¬ 
ful and are only too happy to offer support and advice 
to other mums. Our Nearly New’ sales offer a chance 
for parents to purchase good quality second hand 
clothes and baby equipment. We also run British Red 
Cross Baby First Aid courses, for a small charge, 
which lots of local families have already attended and 
found invaluable. 

■ WHAT is your role in the organisation and how 
long have you been involved? 

Around nine months ago I made enquiries about get¬ 
ting involved with the branch - there was a need for a 
social media and web site manager so I took on the 
role. In August our Branch Co-ordinator stepped down 
from role, leaving us with a vacancy that urgently 
needed filling and there were no volunteers forthcom¬ 
ing. I sat down with the ‘Small Talk’ Newsletter Edi¬ 
tor, Alex O'Dwyer, and we decided between the two 
of us that we could take on the role in the interim so I 
am now, with no previous experience, one of two 
Branch Co-ordinators and I think we are doing an OK 
job. 



■ WHAT was your inspiration to become in¬ 
volved with NCT? 

Before I moved to Bridport I had a handful of friends 
and I made a few more when we moved, but being at 
home all day with a baby is quite lonely and I craved 
adult conversation. I found the NCT Bumps, Babies 
and Beyond group one of the friendliest that I had at¬ 
tended and started to make friends. The group also of- 
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fered a support and advice network for my baby and 
me. When this looked like it was about to disappear I 
knew I had to help keep it going, even if that did mean 
taking the reigns for a while. 

■ ARE you looking for more volunteers to get in¬ 
volved with NCT? 

Yes! Our branch is solely run by volunteers so the 
more volunteers we have the more we can do for local 
families. We are actively seeking a Branch Treasurer 
- the commitment to this role would be around four to 
six hours a month, plus one evening every two months 
to attend branch meetings. We are also looking for a 
Fundraising Co-ordinator as well as Bumps, Babies 
and Beyond and Just Bumps hosts and Walking Group 
leaders. I think our Nearly New Sale team could do 
with a bit of help also.

We have our next Nearly New Sale on Saturday, 
March 8th at Colfox School between 2pm and 4pm, 
and we currently have seven places left on our NCT 
British Red Cross Baby First Aid Course, taking place 
on Tuesday, June 10th at Bridport Children’s Centre. 
We also run lots of events on a regular basis including

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Council finally agree HQ relocation plan

COUNCILLORS found themselves embroiled in a wrangle lasting more 
than an hour when they attempted to agree relocation measures linked to 
the sale of their council headquarters in Weymouth. 

They finally backed converting the first floor of the Mulberry Centre 
to provide reception and democratic space for the council and altering 
vacant and underused space at Crookhill Depot to provide improved of¬ 
fice space for 80 staff delivering local services including the parking sec¬ 
tion. 

Remaining North Quay staff including legal, finance and HR would go 
to South Walks House, Dorchester, as the cheapest option. 

Members of Weymouth and Portland’s management committee further 
agreed that all these recommendations involve consultation with unions 
and the public with those results reported back to their committee. One 
member from each of the three political parties will sit on a project group 
as part of the consultation process. 

But it was a far from smooth debate and scrutiny committee chairman 
Councillor Lucy Hamilton asked the meeting “why the rush?” and called 
on them to defer the matter to her committee for “issues of cost” to be 


considered. 

Councillor Andy Blackwood backed deferral to see if there were alter¬ 
natives to what was being suggested “to make sure we make the right de¬ 
cision” because things had been “cobbled together in a rush”. 

But colleagues rejected the idea, environment spokesman Councillor 
Ian Roebuck saying he was “somewhat aggrieved to be told we are rush¬ 
ing it” when the council had been making preparations since they decided 
to leave and sell their North Quay offices more than a year ago. 

UNISON union spokesman Chris Moscrop said there were “increasing 
staff concerns” over lack of detail about the proposed moves while vice- 
chairman Councillor Peter Chapman backed “meaningful” staff and 
union consultation and said it would be “foolish” to defer the matter. 

He added that points still had to be worked out and it was “important 
that all relevant people are involved in that process” so jobs and services 
were protected. 


Councillor Colin Huckle said the biggest problem was the council’s fu¬ 
ture town centre presence because the Mulberry Centre “doesn’t fit the 
bill”. He also felt “the fewer jobs go to Dorchester the better”. 

Councillor Geoff Petherick said members were basically saying to their 
officers “get on with it” so things could move forward with consultation. 

No one “except Councillor Ian Bruce” liked the council building, said 
his colleagues, and Councillor Christine James described it as “a money 
pit”. 

She added: “We are here to make decisions and for once we need to 
make a decision and get on with it to make this whole site look a damn 
sight better.” 

Councillor Ray Nowak said “exporting jobs to Dorchester is not good 
for the borough” and it was good to use assets such as Crookhill Depot 
as council offices... .even if the name was “unfortunate”! 

Chairman Councillor Mike Goodman warned that at no point would 
there be “a magic moment when everything is in place” and they needed 
to be “really cautious about trying to get a Rolls Royce solution out of 
the options” because they didn’t have the luxury of agreeing a delay. 


Flying the flag for Commonwealth Day

The council joined 500 
local authorities and civic 
dignitaries, community 
groups and charities 
throughout the British 
Isles and Channel Islands 
who marked Common¬ 
wealth Day by conducting 
flag raising ceremonies. 

The borough council’s 
flag raising ceremony 
took place at the North 
Quay offices flag pole and 
was hosted by the Mayor, 
Councillor Ray Banham, 
with many local commu¬ 
nity groups invited. 

Mr Banham said: “I am 
delighted that we are par¬ 
ticipating for the first time 
ever along with hundreds 
of authorities throughout 


the British Isles in cere¬ 
monies dedicated to 
marking Commonwealth 
Day.” 

He added that it enabled 
people in their local com¬ 
munities to become in¬ 
volved in widespread 
public expressions of 
commitment to the Com¬ 
monwealth, its values and 
opportunities. 

Mr Banham also read 
out a message from the

be raised in one day. 

She added: “I send my 
good wishes to all who 
are taking part.”

Council to carry out £100,000 
repair work to Rodwell Trail 


ENGINEERS are to carry 
out £100,000 worth of re¬ 
pairs to stabilise part of 
the Rodwell Trail in Wey¬ 
mouth. 

The work is needed 
after land movement fol¬ 
lowing the wettest winter 
in Weymouth since 
weather records began in 
1886. 

Construction will cost 
£80,000, vegetation 
works £10,000 and there 
is another £10,000 for 
contingency in a project 
which aims to stabilise 
the upper embankment 
near Wyke Road using a 
soil retention and 
drainage system. 

More work will repair 
and stabilise the tunnel 
wing wall and reinstate 
the Wyke Road-Rodwell 
Trail footpath. 

Members of Weymouth

and Portland’s manage¬ 
ment committee, who ap¬ 
proved the work, were 
told that it would remove 
“the immediate risk to 
life” and was the most 
economic option avail¬ 
able. 

The meeting was told 
that there were large foot¬ 
path cracks, a deep seated 
slip beneath the footpath 
and on-going ground 
movement which threat¬ 
ened more serious slope 
failure. 

Failure of the embank¬ 
ment “is likely to be cata¬ 
strophic”, a survey 
consultant concluded, and 
could kill anyone using 
the path at the time while 
Wyke Road Tunnel wing 
wall was in imminent risk 
of failure with collapse 
posing “a potential risk to 
life” to Rodwell trail 
users. 

Councillor Jane Hall, 
whose Weymouth East 
ward contains the site, 
said the trail had been 


closed at that point and 
continuing land move¬ 
ment meant cracks would 
get bigger. 

She added: “I hope suf¬ 
ficient funds are available 
for repairs and to reinstate 
this very popular access 
route.” 

Friends of Rodwell 
Trail and Sandsfoot Cas¬ 
tle chairman David Carter 
said he hoped that work 
on the wing wall could go 
ahead and the Trail re¬ 
main open. 

Councillor Ian Bruce 
said: “This work defi¬ 
nitely needs to be done. 
The Rodwell Trail is a 
wonderful asset to the 
borough.” 

Environment director 
David Evans told mem¬ 
bers: “It is really impor¬ 
tant that we get on with 
the work. 

“This is unstable land 
and there has been signif¬ 
icant movement. Costs 
will be greater if we don’t 
get on with the work.” 
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the back slope of the beach. 

“The build up of material there is minimal in comparison 
with the losses on the front face. Further to this, the crest 
is thin and susceptible to damage and requires repairs to 
the gabion mattresses before it is reburied.” 

Mr Morris’s second major area of concern involves 
Chesil Cove where sea walls withstood one of the greatest 
storms in 40 years. 

Mr Morris said: “The gigantic storm of February 5th de¬ 
nuded the beach of pebbles, exposing the clay bed, and a 
void appeared under one part of the wall. Alarmed at this 
the council embarked on what many regard as a panicked 
knee-jerk reaction to bring in great boulders to ‘protect the 
wall’. 

“In fact the hole is just under an old 1905 storm water 
outfall structure made of blocks and concrete which, un¬ 
fortunately, was not underpinned, but the sea wall itself is 
as sound as ever. 

“Additional steel sheet pile toe protection was added in 
1983 southward from the Cove House Inn. If this been ex¬ 
tended 30 metres or so southward the cavitation would not 
have occurred. Obviously it is important to concrete the 
void and to retain that with sheet piles, but that is all. 

“In my view it is a huge mistake to import enormous 
stone blocks. They are not needed because the wave return 
wall will continue to do its job. 


“Despite their size the blocks are unlikely to stay put. 
They will tend to slide down the clay bed in time and in 
storms would be pushed away by powerful waves reflected 
from the sea wall. They will be partially shingle covered 
at times, but otherwise they will be a hideous disfigurement 
of this very popular amenity cove.” 

Mr Morris pointed out that there was “similar alarm” at 
shingle loss when 1989 and 1990 storms totally denuded 
the beach and exposed clay, “but the difference was that 
nobody panicked and in a few weeks the beach rebuilt it¬ 
self by natural wave action. No remedial works were con¬ 
sidered necessary because such denudation had occurred 
after many previous storms, albeit sometimes decades 
apart. 

“Placing huge boulders on the beach is not the answer. It 
cannot be justified as ‘emergency work’ or a ‘repair’. It is 
messing up a lovely beach, at enormous cost. 

“To compound things the heavy steel-tracked machines 
are cracking the pebbles, causing extremely sharp edges, 
a hazard for bare feet on this popular amenity beach. 

“I am also increasingly worried about the potential im¬ 
pact of the EA’s massive shoreline excavation on the re¬ 
covery of the beach further south. This requires an urgent 
scientifically-based investigation.” 

Weymouth and Portland management committee chair¬ 
man Councillor Mike Goodman said: “The repairs are nec¬ 
essary to prevent a failure of the sea wall and are in the 


best interests of public safety. 

“A temporary stockpile of armour rock was delivered to 
the site recently. The rock is likely to be used to protect the 
seawall from attack by future severe storms. We are work¬ 
ing with the Environment Agency, other organisations and 
experts to formulate a plan and the exact configuration of 
the rock is still being reviewed.” 

Residents were invited to a drop-in session at The Little 
Ship, Portland, last week to give their views on recent 
storm events and view the final plans for the repairs.”

“Upwey and Broadwey have merged 
now, but in 1900 they were two sepa¬ 
rate and distinct villages and they 
stayed that way well into the 1970s 
when they still had schools and nearly 
a dozen shops. 

“All money raised by the event will 
go towards helping the society stage 
future events.”

Charity foundation funds vital lifeboat training 


A NEW volunteer crew member at 
Weymouth lifeboat station has had a 
vital part of their crew training 
funded by the Lloyd’s Register 
Foundation (LRF). 

Justin Measures, from Weymouth 
recently travelled to the RNLI Col¬ 
lege in Poole to complete the char¬ 
ity’s trainee crew course. 

A key part of that course is the sea 
survival element which enables new 
volunteer crew to be trained in a va¬ 
riety of crucial subjects including 
how to “abandon ship” with a four- 
metre jump into water, team survival 
swimming and coping in a liferaft in 
simulated darkness, how to deal with 
fires aboard lifeboats, how to right a 
capsized inshore lifeboat and the im¬ 
portance of lifejackets. 

Training took place in the Col¬ 
lege’s Sea Survival Centre which in¬ 


cludes a wave tank and a fire-fight¬ 
ing simulator, allowing trainees to 
experience first-hand some of the 
scenarios they may encounter at sea 
as lifeboat crew. 

The training was funded by the 
LRF, a UK registered charity that in¬ 
vests in science, engineering and 
technology for public benefit, world¬ 
wide. It is funding the sea survival 
element of the trainee crew course 
for a five year period until December 
2015. This additional funding of 
nearly £1 million brings their total 
support to just over £1.5million. 

Talking about the training, Justin, 
who volunteers as a crew member 
said: “The course was really great. It 
brought it home to me how difficult 
it is to do even the simplest of tasks 
when you are suffering from the cold 
that being in water at this time of 


year brings on very quickly. I en¬ 
joyed meeting other crew members 
from around the country and swap¬ 
ping experiences from our different 
stations.” 

RNLI lifeboat operations manager 
for Weymouth lifeboat station, John 
Harvey, said: “The support given by 
the Lloyd’s Register Foundation is 
hugely important to the RNLI. 

“We are extremely grateful that it 
has chosen to fund sea survival train¬ 
ing which teaches vital core skills to 
our volunteer crew. 

“This training is central to allowing 
the RNLI and its volunteers to stay 
safe while on rescue missions. It 
equips volunteers with essential sea 
survival skills, providing them with 
the courage, poise and self-confi¬ 
dence to save lives even in the most 
perilous seas.”

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MOVE project makes a huge 
difference to pupils 


WYVERN Academy in Weymouth 
has become the first school in the re¬ 
gion to receive accreditation for a 
teaching programme that helps phys¬ 
ically disabled children gain more 
freedom of movement. 

The school has become a MOVE 
Centre of Excellence for the MOVE 
programme, a unique activity-based 
programme that focuses on skills es¬ 
sential to independence in class and 
at home. 

MOVE teaches children with se¬ 
vere physical disabilities actions such 
as sitting in an upright position, 
standing, walking and transferring, 
through learning new skills in often, 
tiny incremental, steps. 

The accreditation also means 
Wyvern will now be able to provide 
MOVE training for local health 
workers, carers and parents of physi¬ 
cally disabled youngsters and adults 
throughout the region. 

Wyvern MOVE co-ordinator Sue 
Marshall said: “We are absolutely de¬ 
lighted to have received MOVE Cen¬ 
tre of Excellence status. It’s a 
marvellous achievement and will 
make real a difference to many young 
lives. 

“The heart of this programme is that 
movement is a pre-requisite for learn¬ 
ing. A child restricted to a wheelchair 
lacks the same learning opportunities 
as an able-bodied youngster to ex-

plore their environment. 

“The more they are able to interact 
with the world around them, the more 
their interest and motivation grows 
and the more they can learn.” 

Sue says the most basic of actions 
- giving a hug, going to the toilet or 
raising your head to look out of the 
window - can often present a huge 
challenge for many of the UK’s 
110,000 children with severe physical 
disabilities. 

“A young person who is unable to 
control their head, for instance, might 
only be able to stare into their lap or 
else look up at the ceiling which ef¬ 
fectively shuts them off from the rest 
of the world. 

“Gaining movement and strength 
can make a huge impact on their lives 
and make a whole world of difference 
to a child’s ability to receive an edu¬ 
cation and to their general happiness. 

“If you can control your head, you 
can make eye contact with other peo¬ 
ple. It also means you can look at a 
screen with the freedom to make your 
own choices about what you want to 
explore, just like any other child.” 

Developing head control also 
means the child is less likely to choke 
while eating or drinking, and can im¬ 
prove the position of the spine and in¬ 


ternal organs and helps prevent skele¬ 
tal deformity. 

There are currently 22 children on 
the MOVE Programme at Wyvern 
Academy which has 81 pupils aged 
between three and 19, all of whom 
benefit from regular access to the 
programme and specialist equipment. 

Thirteen-year-old Mitchell, who 
has cerebral palsy, was unable to 
stand when he started the programme 
18 months ago and would spend the 
majority of his time sat in his pow¬ 
ered wheelchair. 

Mitchell was provided with a walk¬ 
ing frame, and the opportunity to use 
it was built into his daily routine - for 
example, taking the register to the of¬ 
fice in the morning or walking down 
to the kitchen to see what was for 
lunch. 

The range of movement in his legs 
and feet has now improved to the ex¬ 
tent he now uses his walker through¬ 
out the school day and to go out into 
the school playground at break times. 

His mum Tina, says her son’s legs 
have grown stronger and his diges¬ 
tion has also improved through being 
more active, along with his confi¬ 
dence levels and self-esteem. He now 
wants to learn how to ride a bike. 

She added: “We have made our 
home and garden more accessible. 
Mitchell is happy he has choices now 
rather than just sitting in his chair.”

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Council to offset rent increases with grants 


SOME fast council mathematics has left three Weymouth 
and Portland groups confused but very happy. 

Weymouth Angling Society was horrified when the 
council increased its annual rent from £4,500 for its prime 
Commercial Road premises to a more market realistic 
charge of £11,000. The society said it could find no more 
than £6,000, leaving a £5,000 shortfall which they pleaded 
the council to help with. 

More woe came Portland Museum Trust’s way as it 
faced an annual rent bill of £5,000 from April 2014, end¬ 
ing six years of full council rent subsidy as part of a deal 
after the trust took over running the museum from the 
council in 2008. Supporters such as Pam Boyce said the 
museum was Portland’s number one attraction on holiday

giant Trip Advisor’s website and “a very treasured 
amenity”. 

The trio of trouble was completed by Portland’s Is¬ 
landers Club for Young People. It only pays a token an¬ 
nual rent of £1 and said it could not afford council 
proposals to charge £2,250 per annum and the club would 
have to close. 

The solution to the council’s new stance of charging the 
groups to reflect true rent for their premises lay with coun¬ 
cillors agreeing to charge with one hand and give the

AFTER finishing university in Pre¬ 
ston, Lancashire, and moving back 
down south to his hometown of 
Dorchester, Paul found himself in a 
dilemma trying to find suitable em¬ 
ployment.

peal to Paul at the time) seeing him 
leave his studies behind. 

Unfortunately you cannot get a job 
these days by merely saying I want to 
pay the bills and do a decent days 
work. Hence a unique predicament 
Paul found himself in - not experi¬ 
enced for more professional jobs yet 
over qualified for the unskilled ones, 
Therefore, Paul had to consider more 
extreme measures. 

Something had to be done and Paul 
decided to create his own luck by 
starting up his own cleaning busi¬ 
ness. Paul the Cleaner was estab¬ 
lished March 11th 2011 originally 
providing general cleaning services 
but has since branched out to window 
cleaning and general carpet cleaning 
as well. He invested and risked his 
own savings to create a job opportu¬ 
nity for himself and is now able to 
live independently as a result. Paul 
says: “It is a sad state of affairs that 
someone with my background should 


feel the need to do this and there 
should be a lot more support out there 
for all jobseekers, not just school or 
university leavers, personally thank¬ 
ing First Dorset Credit Union and 
Volunteer Centre Dorset for the in¬ 
valuable experience gained whilst 
volunteering for them, in particular I 
was most grateful for the personal tu¬ 
ition given by a former trustee of the 
Volunteer Centre in helping me with 
my C.V.” 

Paul went on to join networking 
groups in Dorchester and Weymouth 
and has forged a good business rela¬ 
tionship with Humphries Kirk solici¬ 
tors where he carries out cleaning 
jobs under various circumstances, 
along working for other businesses in 
Dorchester either directly or indi¬ 
rectly, including work in the new 
Brewery Square Development or end 
of tenancy cleans which is a standard 
requirement in tenancy contracts 
(being engaged by the customer). 

Paul has shown that with determi¬ 
nation it is possible to turn failure in 
to success. 


money back with the other through grants. 

Councillor Andy Blackwood urged members to support 
grants for all three as they all supported the local commu¬ 
nity and the impact on it would be “huge” if they refused. 

He added: “For the sake of £12,000 we shoot ourselves 
in the foot and the community in the foot as well.” 

Councillor Ian Bruce said: “I think Portland Museum 
should definitely get full rent back in grant.” 

He also supported a grant for islanders while chairman, 
Councillor Mike Goodman, agreed with grants for the 


museum and islanders but said he was “not happy” with 
the idea of a subsidy for the angling society. 

He said the society could cut outgoings and increase in¬ 
come to cover the higher rent which he was “not totally 
convinced should be subbed by the wider rate payer”. 

But the meeting eventually agreed to support all three 
groups, granting £5,000 per annum to the society from the 
start of its new lease, about £5,006 to Portland Museum 
depending on what rent it faced and £2,250 per annum to 
islanders from the start of their new lease.

T HERE are, in theory, few hard and 
fast rules about looking after a baby, 
yet there is plenty of advice about 
how to do it 'properly'. 

As a result, many new first-time mums 
become anxious about their parenting 
skills, often preventing them enjoying 
those precious first few months. 

Ellie Cannon, a GP, is therefore passion¬ 
ate about encouraging first-time mums to 
trust their own instincts. Rather than 
searching for and relying on 'expert' ad¬ 
vice, Cannon argues in her new book 
Keep Calm: The New Mum's Manual, that 
mums can successfully be their own ex¬ 
perts. 

"This is very much the antidote to all the 
other baby books, because it's anti-rules, 
and it doesn't tell you what to do. 

"As a mum for the last 10 years and also 
as a GP, I felt very strongly that mothers 
and fathers are bombarded by a huge 
amount of rules and guidance, which is 
often confusing and conflicting. 

"It's a rebel's guide to motherhood. I 
didn't want to tell mothers how they 
should be holding and feeding their baby, 


or whether or not they're allowed to go 
back to work. I wanted to encourage 
mums to learn to listen to themselves, not 
to feel guilty, and through that to know 
what to do for the best, rather than being 
told what to do." 

In the book, which she describes as a 
"self-help book for mothers", Cannon cov¬ 
ers all the obvious stages of baby devel¬ 
opment and care, including feeding, 
crying, weaning, illness and sleeping. 

But while sleep is of course vital for both 
mother and baby, she stresses: "What is 
definitely not vital is that you follow any¬ 
one else's idea of a sleeping plan. 

"The only plan you need to follow is 
your baby's. There is no correct foolproof 
way to sort out a baby's sleep, despite 
what people will claim." 

She accepts there are "clever steps" 
new mums can take to make the days 
and nights better - working in shifts with 
your partner, grabbing daytime naps 
when baby's sleeping, and not drinking 
too much coffee because it could 
make you too 'wired' to sleep when 
possible - but the schedule is individual 


to each family. 

As for feeding babies, Cannon is keen to 
point out that despite the huge amount 
of advice about breastfeeding and bottle 
feeding, only a tiny portion is scientifi¬ 
cally-based, and the rest is "claptrap". 

"If you want to bottle feed your baby or 
if you want to breastfeed, it is entirely up 
to you, and only you. 

"Mothers spend far too much time feel¬ 
ing guilty, confused or upset about their 
feeding choice and it is quite wrong." 

Throughout the book, Cannon fre¬ 
quently repeats this simple mantra: "Keep 
calm. Trust Your instinct. Listen to the 
baby expert-YOU." 

She says: "The point was to show, with 
my expert knowledge as a doctor, that 
parenting is not a science, there is often 
not a right or a wrong, and being able to 
make your own decisions is perfectly safe 
and perfectly valid. 

"I want to show mums that they can ac¬ 
tually be their own expert." 

She wants to show they're allowed to 
feel 'normal' emotions too. Several chap¬ 
ters focus solely on the mother, not the 
baby, because Cannon 
wanted to explore how 
mums really feel after the 
birth, not just looking at 
the obvious issues like 


postnatal depression, but also what's not 
usually discussed. 

"Like how tiredness makes you feel, the 
fact that many mothers are bored and 
want to go back to work, and the conflict 
that many mothers feel about giving up a 
career and staying at home. 

"It's realistic about the things new 
mothers face." 

Cannon, whose children are now 10 and 
seven, works as an NHS GP and regularly 
appears on television, including Sky Sun¬ 
rise and Channel 4's Health Freaks, as well 
as writing for national newspapers and 
magazines, so she is clearly well-placed to 
be giving out her advice. 

She points out: "I have my own personal 
experience, and also the very important 
experience of my clinic, where I see hun¬ 
dreds of mothers and babies. 

"It's very, very important that the person 
giving this advice has been there and 
done it. This is why I won't say 'you must 
breastfeed, you must do this, you must do 
that', because I know from my own expe¬ 
rience and my patients' experience, that 
real life isn't like that."

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Weymouth vikings to feature 
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WEYMOUTH’S famous Viking mass grave un¬ 
covered during work for the town’s new relief 
road is forming part of a major new exhibition 
at the British Museum. 

Experts from Oxford Archaeology found about 50 skele¬ 
tons, predominantly of young adult males, in an old quarry 
pit. All had been decap¬ 
itated and their bodies 
thrown into the grave 
with their heads piled 
atone edge. 

It was only as the 
scientific analysis of 
the skeletons pro¬ 
gressed that the full 
international signifi¬ 
cance of the discov¬ 
ery became clear and 
that it was a mass 
grave of executed 
Vikings. 

Oxford Archaeol¬ 
ogy Project Man¬ 
ager David Score 
‘To find out that the 
young men executed were Vikings was a thrilling devel¬ 
opment. Any mass grave is a relatively rare find, but to 
find one on this scale, from this period of history, is ex¬ 
tremely unusual.” 

Dorset Lord Lieutenant Angus Campbell said: “We have 
a tremendous historic environment here but we never 
would have dreamed of finding a Viking war grave.” 

The excavation, commissioned by Skanska Civil Engi¬ 
neering on behalf of Dorset County Council, combined 
traditional archaeological methods with revolutionary dig¬ 
ital and three-dimensional recording to identify the exact 
position of each individual. 

After the skeletons were carefully lifted and removed to 
the laboratory, experts undertook forensic studies of the 
bones and applied a raft of scientific techniques to gain as 
much information as possible about who the individuals 
were and what circumstances led to their dramatic and 
gruesome demise. 

The results suggested that the burial took place at the 
time of, or shortly after, the men’s execution which had

probably been performed at the graveside. 

Using methods normally employed to investigate mod¬ 
ern day mass graves, it was estimated that between 47 and 
52 individuals were present. The individuals may have 
been stripped of their clothes prior to burial, but were un¬ 
bound. 

Defence wounds on the hands, arms and skulls imply 
that not all men died without a stmggle. Wounds to necks 
and shoulders indicate that the process of decapitation was 
no less chaotic, and in some cases several blows of the 
sword were required to remove the heads. 

Chemical analysis of the teeth suggested that none of 
the men were from anywhere in Britain, but originated in 
the Arctic and sub-Arctic regions of Norway, Sweden, Ice¬ 
land, the Baltic States, Belarus and Russia. 

Dr Jane Evans of the British Geological Survey, who 
carried out the work on the teeth, said: “These results are 
fantastic. This is the best example we have ever seen of a 
group of individuals that clearly have their origins outside 
Britain.” 

Examination of the bones indicated that most of the men 
were 18-25-years-old. The youngest was in his early or 
mid teens, while the oldest was over 50. 

One individual had deliberately-filed teeth, which may

have been a symbol of status or occupation. The phenom¬ 
enon has previously been recorded in Scandinavia, but 
until now was unknown in the UK. 

Curiously, many of the individuals suffered from infec¬ 
tions and physical impairment, and none of them showed 
convincing evidence for previous war wounds, experts 
saying it was hardly the picture of an elite group of Viking 
warriors. 

The burial was radiocarbon dated to AD 970-1025, 
which places it in the reign of TEthelred the Unready or 
Cnut the Great. This was a time in England of Viking 
raids, war, hostages and retribution, but ultimately ques¬ 
tions of how the men came to be in Dorset remain open. 

There was a huge response to the discovery, both in the 
UK and internationally. 

More than 7,000 people attended an exhibition dedicated 
to it in Dorchester in 2010 and stories have appeared in 
newspapers and media outlets around the world. The mass 
grave has also featured on TV. 

In recognition of its global importance, the burial is fea¬ 
tured in Vikings: Life and Legend, a major exhibition ex¬ 
ploring the world of the Vikings which is running at the 
British Museum until June 22nd. 

Visitors will be able to see a display of some of the 
skeletons and learn more about the individuals buried and 
the ground-breaking investigation. 

Gareth Williams, curator of the exhibition, said: “We had 
already begun planning the exhibition when news broke 
about the discovery of the Weymouth mass grave, so we 
revised our plans to be able to include it. 

“Not only is it one of the most dramatic Viking finds of 
recent years, it is particularly important in providing a 
very different perspective to the usual view of Viking mil¬ 
itary success in England in that period. We are delighted 
that Dorset County Council have kindly permitted us to 
display some of the skeletons at the British Museum, 
while Oxford Archaeology’s expertise in preparing the 
skeletons for display in the exhibition has been invalu¬ 
able.” 

Elements of the exhibition, including the skeletons, will 
move to the Museum of Prehistory and Early History in 
Berlin from September 2014 to January 2015, where vis¬ 
itors will be able to walk around a specially reconstructed 
burial pit and see the skeletons in their original positions. 

When the temporary exhibitions finish, the remains will 



be deposited by Dorset County Council at the Dorset 
County Museum, where they will form the centrepiece of 
its newly refurbished £350,000 Ancient Dorset gallery of 
archaeology supported by the Heritage Lottery Fund and 
Dorset Area of Outstanding Natural Beauty (AONB). 

This extraordinary story of conflict and punishment in 
early medieval Britain has now been published by the 
Dorset Natural History and Archaeological Society in a 
new book, “Given to the Ground: A Viking Age Mass 
Grave on Ridgeway Hill, Dorset”, by Louise Loe, Angela 
Boyle, Helen Webb and David Score. The book will be 
available to buy at the British Museum and can also be 
purchased from Oxbow Books (www.oxbowbooks.com).

Dorset police launch domestic 
violence disclosure scheme 


POLICE and partners have announced the launch of the 
Domestic Violence Disclosure Scheme (DVDS) in 
Dorset. 

This looks at disclosing information held about an in¬ 
dividual’s history of domestic abuse to a new partner. 

Commonly known as Clare’s Law, the DVDS is 
named after Clare Wood who was murdered in 2009 
by her boyfriend. 

Members of the public can make an application for a 
disclosure, known as the “right to ask”. 

The scheme is for anyone in an intimate relationship 
regardless of gender. Anybody can make an enquiry, 
but information will only be given to someone at risk 
or a person in a position to safeguard the victim. 

Partner agencies can also request a disclosure is made 
of an offender’s past history where it is believed some¬ 
one is at risk of harm. This is known as “right to 
know”. 

Common Law allows for disclosure to be made to 
safeguard people and for potential victims to receive 
specialist support to help them deal with their relation¬ 
ship. 

Director of Public Protection, Detective Superintend¬ 
ent Chris Naughton said: “The scheme is based on risk 
management. If a potentially violent individual is iden¬ 
tified as having convictions for violent offences, or in¬ 
formation is held about their behaviour which 
reasonably leads the police and other agencies to be¬ 
lieve they pose a risk of harm to their partner, a disclo¬ 
sure will be made. 

“The intention is to give potential victims informa¬ 
tion about the history of their partner, so they can make 
an informed decision about the relationship.” 

Councillor Ray Nottage, Chair of the Dorset Com¬ 
munity Safety Partnership said: “The Dorset Commu¬ 
nity Safety Partnership welcomes the roll out of Clare’s 
Law by Dorset Police. 

“Tackling domestic abuse and protecting victims 
continues to be a priority for us. The introduction of 


Clare’s Law provides us with an opportunity to further 
protect victims, particularly those defined as being at 
the highest risk of harm. 

“It is also a further way for the police, partner agen¬ 
cies and our specialist domestic abuse services to work 
together in partnership to provide support and improve 
outcomes for those affected by domestic abuse, and to 
prevent abuse occurring in the future.” 

Dorset Police and Crime Commissioner, Martyn Un¬ 
derhill said: “I welcome the adoption of Clare’s Law 
which will give people the opportunity to make an edu¬ 
cated decision about the future of their relationship. 

“It will also strengthen the framework around the re¬ 
lease of information about the violent past of partners. 
This is a valuable tool in our work to pre-empt domestic 
violence. 

“In my manifesto, I made a promise that if I was 
elected I would bring Clare’s Law to Dorset. Clare’s Law 
runs on the same basis as Sarah’s Law, which emulated 
from a case I worked on. 

“Clare’s Law will allow people to seek the information 
they need to escape an abusive situation before it ends 
in tragedy. Domestic violence is complex, deep-rooted 
and societal. It is a huge problem and one that we need 
to address very seriously at every level. 

“Clare’s Law will not just protect adults from abuse, 
but children also. Domestic violence is devastating for 
families and the damage is far reaching. I look forward 
to seeing the evaluation of Clare’s Law in Dorset and I 
hope that the new powers will give people more confi¬ 
dence to seek help if they believe they are at risk from 
harm.”

What to do 

this week: 

• Plant dormant rhubarb crowns. 

• Plant pot-grown roses, hardy trees and 
shrubs, climbers and hedging plants. 

• Tidy up ivy, summer-flowering jasmine 
and honeysuckles. 

• Use a hand fork to weed the rock garden 
and then top it off with new pea gravel or 
chippings, tucked gently under the 
rosettes to stop the damp rotting them. 

• Perk up your pots by planting new spring 
bedding including pansies, polyanthus and 
forget-me-nots. 

• Plant onion sets, lowering them into the 
soil so that they just disappear from view 
and spacing them around 10cm (4in) apart. 

• Start tying in young shoots of blackberries 


when you see new growth appearing. 

• Pot up plug plants which may have out¬ 
grown their original modules. 

• Take cuttings from border perennials 
when the first shoots appear and reach 5- 
8cm (2-3in) long. 

• If the weather is warm and you see fish are 
active, begin feeding them with wheat- 
germ pond fish food. 

• Remove shoots with no live buds from 
summer-flowering clematis and cut back 
late-flowering clematis hard. 

• Remove winter protection from contain¬ 
ers and top dress or replant overgrown or 
pot-bound plants, adding a slow-release 
fertiliser.

Dorset’s landscapes pro¬ 
vided important inspiration to Frink. 
This in turn influenced the decision of 
the Frink estate to deposit her archive at 
DHC in order to preserve this important 
cultural resource and to provide public 
access. 

DHC is actively involved in acquiring 
the archives of prominent artists through 
a programme initiated by The National 
Archives entitled “Archiving the Arts”. 

Other archives held by DHC are those 
of Poole Pottery and sculptor Mary 
Spencer Watson.

Four Cylinders, 420ps - The Audi TT Quattro Sport Concept 



THE SCOPE for taking the power and performance of the 
Audi TT Coupe to unprecedented extremes has been ex¬ 
plored in theTT quattro sport concept, a stunning 420PS 
show car based on the all-new TT which made its world 
debut this week at the Geneva Motor Show. 

"With our Audi TT quattro sport concept show car, we 
wanted to demonstrate what the newTT's technology can 
do if you take it a step further,"explains Prof. Dr. Ulrich Hack- 
enberg, Board Member forTechnical Development."This car 
is designed for racing - an extreme driving machine for the 
motorsports enthusiasts among our customers." 

Powertrain 

The four-cylinder, 2.0-litreTFSI engine in the AudiTT quat¬ 
tro sport concept makes a powerful statement. Delivering 
420PS at 6,700 rpm, it establishes a new benchmark in the 
2.0-litre category. Its specific output is 21 OPS per litre of dis¬ 
placement - more than 2001 's victorious Le Mans R18 racing 
car, which combined turbocharging with FSI direct injection 
for the first time in an Audi petrol engine. It also makes a max¬ 
imum of450 Nm of torque (331.90 Ib-ft) available from 2,400 


to 6,300 rpm, and even at just 1,900rpm is still able to deliver 
over 300Nm (221.27 Ib-ft). 

Tipping the scales at a relatively featherweight 1,344 kilo¬ 
grams, helped by paring back interior trim and equipment, 
and by the production car's advanced Audi Space Frame con¬ 
struction and extensive aluminium panel content, the Audi 
TT quattro sport concept achieves an exceptional power-to- 
weight ratio of 312.5PS per ton. As a result, the four-cylinder 
engine can catapult it from 0 to 62mph in just 3.7 seconds. 

Head of Powertrain Development Dr. Stefan Knirsch:"This 
high-performance power unit is an impressive demonstra¬ 
tion of the power reserves available in our EA888 engine 
range.This power unit has received numerous awards all over 
the world and it already lives up to its claim in many Audi 
sporty models. In theTT quattro sport concept, it demon¬ 
strates its full power potential. The thirty-five years of experi¬ 
ence we've gained in the field of turbocharging are 
manifested in this engine's unique combination of maximum 
performance, dynamism, and fuel efficiency." 

The high-performance engine benefits from the successful 


EA888 technologies such as the Audi valvelift system (AVS) 
variable valve timing, dual camshaft adjustment, and dual in¬ 
jection system (FSI plus MPI). A wide range of modifications 
are featured, including special aluminium pistons with inte¬ 
grated cooling channels and an ultra-high-strength forged 
steel crankshaft. 

The cylinder head has been further developed to enable it 
to contend with the higher loads and increased gas through¬ 
put, and the familiar, highly compact thin-wall cylinder 
crankcase has been strengthened in view of the higher 
power output through the use of a high-strength cast alloy. 
The exhaust-gas turbocharger is also a new development in¬ 
corporating optimized mixed-flow technology, and produces 
up to 1.8 bar of charge pressure. 

When driving, the four-cylinder unit's reactions are breath¬ 
taking. The turbocharged direct-injection engine responds 
immediately to the throttle and revs eagerly right up to the 
fuel cut-off at 7,200 rpm. It transfers its torque to a compact, 
three-shaft S tronic dual-clutch transmission which shifts 
gears in split-seconds, adding its share to the show car's im¬ 
pressive acceleration. 


The permanent quattro all-wheel drive system oversees the 
smooth transfer of power to the road. Its hydraulically actu¬ 
ated, electronically controlled multi-disk clutch is located on 
the rear axle for optimum weight distribution, and can ac¬ 
tively redistribute drive torque between the axles in millisec¬ 
onds. 

Chassis 

With its cutting-edge chassis - MacPherson suspension 
with aluminium components at the front and a four-link lay¬ 
out at the rear - the Audi TT quattro sport concept offers 
sharp and ultra-precise handling, helped by a near-perfect 
54 per cent to 46 per cent weight distribution and a stiff set¬ 
up which brings the body closer to the road than the series- 
production TT. ESC electronic stabilisation control helps to 
maintain composure in conjunction with the quattro system, 
but it can be partially or fully deactivated if required. 

When cornering, wheel-selective torque control kicks in. If 
necessary, drive torque is transferred from the wheels on the 
inside of the bend to those on the outside. This redistribution 
helps to push the car very slightly into the corner, increasing 
the impression of sharpness and precision.

TWO national and one regional car trials championships 
were fought out at Hogcliff Bottom off of the Dorchester to 
Yeovil road, north of Frampton in the Golden Springs Trial. 

The Woolbridge Motor Club organised event attracted an 
entry of 35 drivers who contested two events within one. 

The first catered for the drivers competing in the champi¬ 
onships, including the Motor Sports Association British Car 
Trials Championship and the British Trial and Rally Drivers As¬ 
sociation series. 

The second,'Clubmans'event, enabled local drivers to com¬ 
pete on the same sections and on equal terms but without 
the added expense of registration and licence fees required 
by the championships. 

Eight testing sections awaited the crews who were eager 
to get the event underway in view of the weather forecast 
which promised high winds and more rain. 

The first round of the Clubmans event saw a battle develop 
in the Front Wheel Drive Production Car Class between hus¬ 
band and wife duo Andrew and Sarah Forsyth and Andrew's 
brother James. 

The Shillingstone partnership tackled the first eight tests 
in their Citroen AX with 45 and 49 penalty points each but 
the Bournemouth driver split them on 48 having incurred 
penalties on the first sections but then started to claw back 
his losses as he gained a feel for the conditions. 

In the category for two-wheel drive cars carrying no ballast 
Sherborne's Michelle Hoppe eked out an early three-point 
advantage with her Citroen Saxo over Mike Collins from 
Beaminster in a similar car. 

The rear wheel drive class saw even closer competition as 
one point separated Reliant Rebel pilot John Dixon, and John 
York from Preston near Weymouth who was campaigning his 
familiar MG Midget. 

The Championship class saw two past national champions 
competing in the form of Barrie Parker and Bill Moffatt, who 
between them have won the British championship on twelve 
occasions. 

Parker having forsaken his Toyota MR2 sports car for a Re¬ 
nault Clio had to give best early in the event to Mark Hoppe 
who led the'no ballast'class by 10 points in his Citroen Saxo. 
In the division which catered for cars with ballast, Moffat 
opened up a secure lead in his Vauxhall Nova over another 
General Motors driver, Earnie Buries with his Vauxhall Tigra. 

demanding conditions 

During the second round of eight tests the rain set-in mak¬ 
ing the already demanding conditions even more difficult to 
the extent that it became so slippery the drivers were having 
difficulty controlling their mounts on the steep gradient of 
some of the sections. 

A review of the conditions and the risks involved brought 
about the curtailment of the event at the end of the second 
round. 

In the battle of the Saxos in the Clubmans'no ballast'class 
Collins turned the tables on Michelle Hoppe, the latter hav¬ 
ing dropped six points to adversary on just one test, leaving 
Collins to win the class with Michelle taking the award for 
Best Novice in the Clubmans event. 

The battle of the Forsyths continued to the very end but in 
a different form to that of the first round. 

Both Andrew and Sarah started the second round with 
high penalties on the first three tests which in effect ended 
their challenge but John Forsyth was coming good after a 
slow start at the wheel of his Peugeot 205 with 31 penalties 
from the second round. 

This was a better performance than his son James but the 
Saxo driver had a sufficient margin from his first round scores 
to take the win by four points and in fact won the Clubmans 
event overall leaving "the old man"to take the class honours. 

MG man John York and Alistair Stevenson (Ford Escort Mkl) 
from Broadwey were the only drivers in the rear wheel drive 
class to complete the course with York taking the victory. 

Mark Hoppe built on his early advantage to win the Cham¬ 
pionship category overall leaving Barrie Parker to take the 
class win for ballastless vehicles ahead of the Alfa Romeo 147 
of Weymouth's Andy Webb.
